The increase in rates, 
which was made by the Water Corn- 
pan last year, amount to about forty 
per cent, more than the war prices. 

County Judge ^ George Batterton 
represented the eitiaens of ^aris, 
while the Water Company's interests 
were in the hands of EL M. Dickson, 
Robert C. Talbott and Wade H. 
Whitley. The Court look the case 
under advisement, and a decision is 
expected this week. ^I^atever the 
decision may be it is thought the 
case will be appealed. 

The ease of James McGlnre, ad- 
ministrator of the estate of the late 
W. W. Massie, who filed .a suit to 
force a settlement of the estate of 
Mr. Massie's son, the late Wm. C. 
Massie, and to have the estate di- 
vided among the heirs, was argued 
before the Court by attorneys Bush:

French battlefields probably will re- 
ihaiD on foreign soil, on account of 
the cost entailed in bringing them 
home. This is indicated in statements 
by the oAdal borsan Intrnatad with 
the work of helling relatives. to iden- 
tify the dead and arrange for^e 
transpartatian off their badlsf to Oer- 
many. 

Although negotlationa with France 
and Belgium for the removal .of the 
bodies were concluded weeks ago, not 

one German soldier has been exhumed 
for the Journey home, despite the fact 
that thousands of inquiries hatb baen 
made by ralativea. > 

Told that they must bear the cost 
of exhuming and transportation, which 
from France amounts to 30.000 marks, 
they turn away, for that sum is now a 
large fortune to the average German. 
Conseqnently, asnttanent la growing to 
Allow the German soldier dead to rest 
on the field where they were burled 
or in the Fiench or Bt»lglan cemeteries 
to which they have been transferred. 

The information $hat the French 
are cai^fully tending theie burial 
places and, where possible, marking 
tlie individual graves with crosses and 
names, also has tended to allay the 
feeling that these dead Aonld not re- 
main in a strange land. 

Under the stipulations agreed upon, 
none of tlie three governments as- 
sumes responsibility for mistakes, and 
the relative must give a guarantee of 
identity before permission is granted 
for removal, which in the majority of 
cases Is very difficult.

— Sixteen hundred boys 
and 14,834 girls, ^fteen years of age. 
in the United States ifw listed ss 
married in 1920. the ImM-. bartca 
announced in a statement pi laisittoi a 
special snalysis of marital staHsllcs. 
laghty-two boys and 499 girts of the 
same age were recorded as widowed 
or divorced. ' 

T|ie analysis revealed a distinct in- 
cresss dariiig the raeent years or since 
the 1010 census In the percentage of 
married persons for each year of age 
from fifteen to thirty-four, especially 
among the younger memjbers of this 
group. The age group from thirty-five 
to forty-four, incluslvis, lUso showed an 
Increase In the raUd of married per- 
sons In the decade, although less pro- 
nounced, especially among the women, 
while the proportion for persons for- 
ty-five years of age and ol^er showed 
a decrease. 

In 1020, the figures show, 3,222 boys 
of sixteen years, or S-10 of 1 p^r cent 
of the total of that age, compared with 
1-10 of 1 per cent of the total of that 
age In 1910, were married, while those 
seventeen years of aps married num- 
bered 7.600, or 8-10 of 1 per cent of 
the total of that age, compared with 
half that proportion ten years pre- 
viously. 

The number of married at eighteen 
years of age Increased from 18,821, or 
1.4 per cent of the total male popula- 
tion at that age, in 1910, to 24,94^. or 

2.7 p*r cent of the corresponding total 
In 1920; the number married at nine- 
teen years of age Increased from 33,- 
566,Mir 3.8 per cent, to 5$,900, or 6.5 
per cent ; the number 1>lrenty years of 
asre Increased from 12.5 per cent, and 
the number twenty-one years of age in- 
creased from 152,208, or 10.2 per cent, 
to 19^663, or 21 per cent. 

The number of married girls sixteen 
vcnrs of age increased from 84,820, onr 
8.7 per cent of the total female popu- 
lation nt that age In 1910. to 41,62G. 
or 4.2 per cent of the oorrespondliip 
total in 1920; the number miirried at 
seventeen years of age increased from 
76.688, or 8.7 per cent, to 00,930, or 0.8 
per cent; the number eighteen years 
of age Increa^d from 166.460, or 17 
per rf»nt, to 180.045, or 19.2 per cent, 
and the number nineteen years of age 
increased from 224,970. or 25.7 per 
cent, to 264,507. or 28.6 per cent. 

The statistics iftowed the number of 
single persons more than fifty years 
of age was 1,440.514. Including 804.406
